The Trans-Canada 
of today 

T he fortieth anniversary of the first Trans-Canada 
train has recently been celebrated by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. It was the 28th of June 1886 when the 
train pulled out of Dalhousie Square Station, Montreal, 
on its long pilgrimage of 2,290 miles across the Dominion. 
There were people present who were very pessimistic, but 
today they are proud of that memorable day in June — 
for it marked the period when the various provinces of 
British North America were bound together by a 
material bond. 

At eight o’clock on that day, passengers filled with the 
excitement of the great adventure boarded the train, 
which was composed of an engine and ten cars, including 
two baggage cars, a mail car, two first class coaches, two 
emigrant sleepers, the sleepers “Yokohama” and “Hono¬ 
lulu” and the dining car “Holyrood.” 

As the news spread that the first transcontinental 
train was on its way, little settlements of hardy pioneers 
and Indians in all their grandeur, turned out to watch the 
“White man’s fire waggon” speed along its newly-laid 
shining “right of way”. 


The old locomotive which pulled the first Atlantic 
Express into Port Moody, now Vancouver, looks quaint 
to modern eyes. It burned cordwood, and with its big 
smokestack and generous display of polished brasswork, 
which shonelike gold, its array of flags and floral decora¬ 
tions it made an imposing spectacle. The engineer of the 
train was “Bob Mee”, one of the best known railroad 
men of that time, and he pulled into Port Moody, B.C. 
sharp on time, six days after it left Montreal. 

Today we travel across to Vancouver in 89 hours, 
with all the comfort and modern conveniences of this 
age and confident of arriving on time.

How the Poppies Came to Lake Louise'

S lender and fragile—snow-\vhite, blood-red, and as 
yellow as the sun—a million poppies blow In the 
breezes that shiver over the emerald waters of Lake 
Louise, and bring as 1 many lovely dreams to weary 
tourists. I 

They grow, these beautiful little Iceland flowers, 
that are just a shade more delicate and fairy-like than 
our native poppies, down to the very shores of Lake 
Louise, beside the winding paths, In among the rocks, 
and close to the grey walls of the Chateau. In the 
evening they are silver and copper and gold in the 
moonlight, and their magic steals over you like a deli¬ 
cious drowsiness. 

There are all sorts of legends as to where the pop¬ 
pies came from. Some say that the first seedlings 
were brought to Lake Louise by a beautiful princess, 
while others tell you that a mysterious stranger scat¬ 
tered the seeds one night by moonlight; children are 
sometimes told that each little poppy is a tiny dream, 
and that they are put there by the fairies 'who wanted 
to be kind to the people who loved their Lake Louise. 

But It was- neither fairy nor princess who gave 
Louise her poppies of yellow and red and white. Vis¬ 
itors to Lake Louise owe their poppy dreams to one 
Mr. Krook, horticulturist of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. who searched the world over for a flower that 
would grow and thrive in the high altitudes of the 
Rockies. One day when he was travelling in Northern 
Europe, he sa\v a field of Iceland poppies and there 
flashed upon his mind a picture of Lake Louise gay 
with poppies of red and white and yel-Io-w. He pro¬ 
cured some seed and on his return to Canada planted 
it in the nurseries at Wolseley, Saskatchewan. In 
the Spring of 1912, two thousand Iceland -poppy plants 
were shipped to Lake Louise and transplanted. Out 
of these have been propagated the enormous number 
to he found there to-day. 


Before Mr. Krook introduced tihe Iceland poppy at 
Lake Louise, it was rather an obscure little flower, but 
to-day it is known the world over—made famous by 
Lake Louise. Poets make verses about Its slender 
beauty—artists come to paint It. Above Is a study of 
the poppies by an outstanding Canadian artist, Robert 
Holmes, which attracted great attention when it ap¬ 
peared at a Toronto art exhibition last spring.

Auto 
trails now connect with all the centres of the continent 
and many will journey by the grand circuit, and other 
main highways, to the stampede. 

An interesting feature will be the gathering of Mayors 
of various cities of Canada and the United States. 
Authors, pressmen, magazine writers, artists and sight 
seeing travellers will swell the crowd which promises 
to break all records this year. 


Founded 92 years ago in gardens 
on the site of which the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Windsor Street Sta¬ 
tion in Montreal now stands, the St.

In other 
words, this stampede is “the real thing” in a ranching 
territory, where every kind of thrilling sport known to the 
west, is participated in by genuine westerners. It is 
described as a gigantic celebration, staged on its own 
ground:;, by a western community. There are very few 
such e vents in America or even in the world. 

The. chuck wagons come from ranches as distant as 
one hundred and fifty miles. Cow-boys from all parts of 
the country, with real bucking stock, will depict the old 
and thrilling days of the west. Pack trains from the 
mountains will stage the most novel packing competitions 
on the Main streets of Calgary. 

The old Red River cart, the prairie schooner, the 
democrats, will parade the street. There will be an Indian 
village and the Indians, in all the glory of their tribal 
dress, will give daily pow-wow. The old Hudson’s Bay 
log tradiim post and the pioneer’s hut will welcome the 
pioneers. ® This annual reunion of former Mounted 
Police Veterans, cattlemen, prospectors, traders and all 
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Chateau Frontenac Complete Again 


’ I 1 he. famous. Chateau Frontenac at Quebec has en¬ 
tirely recovered from the fire which on January 
14th destroyed the old wing. Work has been going 
on night and day since the fire with the result that 
the rebuilt wing entirely reconstructed in steel and 
concrete looks as though it had never known a con¬ 
flagration. The official opening took place on June 5 
which was made the occasion of a celebration. On 
June 16, 17 and 18 the weekly newspaper editors of 
Canada hold their annual convention at this hotel. 


The new wing of the hotel contains 189 guest 
rooms, bringing the total accommodation up to 678 
guest rooms. Throughout it maintains the old French 
Chateau spirit in its public rooms.. The famous old 
central lounge is re-done in marble and carved oak, 
and its chief decorations are 34 colored shields bear¬ 
ing the coats of arms of some of the principal per¬ 
sonages who had to do with the founding of Quebec, 
and a fine carved fireplace of which the chief orna¬ 
ment is a reproduction of Jacques Cartier’s ship. 


Calgary Stampede off to Good Start 


Tremendously rapid development 
■of forest and water power resources 
of the Province of Quebec is indi¬ 
cated in the forecast of revenue 
totalling $6,000,000 from these 
sources for the current year. Last 
year the same resources produced a 
revenue of nearly $4,500,000. 


Sixty men from the training camps 
in Brandon and Claydon, England, 
have been accepted by the Canadian 
Government and sailed on the “Em¬ 
press of France” at the end of June. 
They proceeded to Winnipeg after 
landing at Quebec and will be placed 
on specially selected farms. 


Saskatchewan exported last year 
77.4 per cent, of its total production 
of creamery butter, according to a 
statement made by the Provincial 
Dairy Commissioner. The increase 
in production in 1925 over that of 
1329 had amounted to 126.8 per 
cent., the output last year totalling 
15,946,233 pounds. 


Close on one hundred pilgrims 
from St. Paul and Minneapolis 
passed through Montreal recently on 
their way to the famous shrine of 
Ste. Anne de Beaupre, near Quebec. 
They were the advance guard of the 
great army of pilgrims that visit the 
shrine every year. While stopping 
off in Montreal they visited the St. 
Joseph Oratory in that city, also 
well-known as a shrine. 


Hundreds of students and co-eds 
from Canadian and American uni¬ 
versities have been passing through 
Montreal recently to board ships for 
Europe in connection with the Over¬ 
seas Collegiate Tours that have 
grown increasingly popular of late 
years. Many of these collegians 
travel by Canadian Pacific boats, the 
“Empress of France” on a recent 
trip carrying over 250 of them. 


Clad in gorgeous scarlet tunics, 
plentifully decorated with gold braid, 
forty members of the world-famous 
Coldstream Guards Band, of Lon¬ 
don, reached Quebec recently on the 
Canadian Pacific liner “Montcalm” 
on their third visit to Canada, having 
been here in 1904 and again in 1911. 
Under the command of Lieutenant 
R. G. Evans they will play at Bran¬ 
don, Calgary, Edmonton, Saskatoon, 
Regina, Vancouver and the Toronto 
Exhibition. 


The electrification of the main 
line of the Imperial Japanese Gov¬ 
ernment Railway system from Toldo 
to Shimonoseki, 750 miles, has been 
lonjj; projected, and recently the 45- 
mile section between Tokio and 
Odawara has had experimental 
trains drawn by electric locomotives 
run twice a day between these points. 
Owing to the great expense involved 
it is feared it will be many years be¬ 
fore the entire main line can be elec¬ 
trified.

The experience of three seas¬ 
on at the Swift Current, S’ask. 
Dominion experimental station 
indicates that the combined reap¬ 
er-thresher can harvest and thresh 
wheat at a miuch lower cost per 
acre than can the binder and the 
grain separator. In his annual 
reports for 1922, 3 and 4 the Sup¬ 
erintendent, Mr. J. C. Taggart, 
records result's of experiments 
and in his report for 1926 he 
deals with the matter comprehen¬ 
sively. Noit only does he tell of 
th e experience at the station but 
states that nine iquestionaires re¬ 
turned from operaors of reaper- 
hreshers show an estimated aver¬ 
age saving oyer binding, stoolking 
and threshing of 15.6 cents per 
bushel. In two cases the machine 
cut and threshed for the cost of 
cutting and stooking. In only 
one case was there • enough saw- 
fly damage toi make any difficulty 
and that wlas party overcome by 
the use of lifting guards.
